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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

I. First Embodiment, shown in Fig. 1 and disclosed in [0014]+ on page 6, line 23, 
to page 10, line 8; 

II. Second Embodiment, shown in Fig. 2 and disclosed in [0023]+ on page 10, 
line 10 to page 12, line 4; 

The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the general inventive 
concept set forth, for example, in claims such as claim 1 , does not define over the 
teachings of the prior art set forth, for example, by Bolton et al. (US 2004/0042579 A1 ) 
disclosing a method of power generation and regulation in a nuclear power plant with a 
high temperature gas cooled nuclear reactor. 

2. If species I or II is elected applicant is further required under PCT Rule 13.1 to elect 
one of the following sub-species for construction of a gas turbine plant embodiment. 
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The sub-species are as follows: 

• Sub-species A: construction shown in FIG. 3 and disclosed in [0028]+, pages 12, 
line 6 to page 14, line 14 (claims 1-3); 

• Sub-species B: construction shown in FIG. 5 and disclosed in [0037], [0038] 

(claims 1-4); 

• Sub-species C: construction shown in FIG. 6 and disclosed in [0039], (claims 1-4).
